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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: The examiner fully considered the applicant's 
after final argument. However, the examiner didn't find the applicants argument for at least the following reasons: The applicant point to 
figure 6. and state disabling the connector may preclude descrambling using the CA function associated with the first CA logic block, but 
other CA function associated with other CA logic block may be used. Figure 6, by Itself does not show disabled connector. But figure 6 
supported by disclosure In (page 19: lines 22-27) states logic block Is disabled by using laser to destroy the connectors (Implying 
permanent disabling) to switch from one CA to another CA. This does not enable as claimed "a connection between the first CA logic 
block Is disabled when descrambling of the incoming scrambled content Is to be conducted according to the second CA function." 
Therefore, the examiner does not find the argument persuasive and maintains the rejection. The also argues on page 7, paragraph 3 " 
this password-based authentication scheme has no relationship to the disabling of a connection between the core logic and a CA logic 
block as claimed." However, the examiner do not find "password-based authentication scheme having relationship to the disabling of a 
connection between the core logic and a CA logic block as claimed" argued by the applicant as It Is claimed in claim 1 . Therefore, the 
examiner did find neither the arguments persuasive nor the claims placed in condition for allowance..
